The grading for the foot 
ball field

required to

is removed first and then held to com­ 
plete the fill and to give the best pos­ 
sible prospect for early sod. 
The foot ball gridiron and base ball

flict with each other in time.

small stream 
running through the tract will have to 
he tested befire a definite decision on 
this is made.
